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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species I (claims 13-16) in the reply filed on 10-18-04 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)).

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest either alone or in combination a method of 
fabricating a reactive solder or braze as recited by claim 1 , particularly forming a 
metallic matrix with an interior region and surface regions by actively providing a higher 
concentration of reactive atoms to the interior region than to the surface regions; or a 
solder or braze composition as recited by claim 13, particularly the first and second 
interior regions being adjacent the respective first and second surface regions, the 
interior regions having higher concentrations of reactive atoms than the surface regions, 
the first and second interior regions having different species of reactive atoms dispersed 
therein; or a solder or braze composition as recited by claim 17, particularly the first 
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matrix material being located inside the second matrix material and having the higher 
concentration of reactive atoms than the second matrix material.
